tune for s man in hisnclass, He was somew hat
unpoptlar among his neighbors on secount
of usurious practices in hiscapacity of moaey-
lender. When the decree of expulsion came,
it was meen thst it applied only to the father
of the fainily, the mother and children being
exempt in conwequences of their Glerman birth,
The father called Lis family about him and
invited them to join him In his enforoed
Journey to Russin, where he intended to as-
tablish himsell in business. They had evi
dently Leen considering the question and
they unanimously refused to go.  Jacob
then declared that he would  withdeaw s
entire capital from the business in order o
give him s start in bis new life, M
Hagemeister and the elder boys at once de-
clared that the property belonged to them as
much as to him, becausa it hisd been sarned
by their joinl efforts, and that he should be
watisfied with an equal share with the resu
After much altercation it was decided that
ona-half of the property should be given to
the father. He took lis share principally in
diamonds and a tew hundred marks that be
bad in the bank. He started for Russin com-

The latter requ-sted ths
pastor to get the pistol with which he killed
his wife and son-in-law and destroy It He
did not wish to bave it full Into the baunda ot
anyons (o be exhibited as an object of horror,
A visil late yestorday pald Sommerfield by
his sous aud daughters and daughter-in-law
had no effect whatever on the murderer,
Both men are reporied to bave LA
comparatively quiet night. At 1L15 the
doomed men were led to the seaflold, which
they mounted without any signs of fear,
Their arms were pinioned, the black caps
drawn over their boads and at 11:30 the drop
fell, both men swinging off together. Bom-
mertield’s neck was broken and he died in-
stantly. Lee was strangled to death and waa
pronounced dead after 18 minutes, ‘The ex-
